AN ACT to vacate a part of the plat of the village of Mayville,
Dodge county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in gen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. Lots nineteen (19,) twenty (20,) twen- Yacated.
ty-one (21) and twenty-two (22,) in block twenty-seven
(27,) lots eleven (11,) twelve (12,) thirteen 313,)
fourteen (14,) fifteen (15) and sixteen (16,) in block
twenty-nine (29,) and lots seventeen (17,) eighteen (18,)
nineteen (19,) twenty (20,) twenty-one %l) and twen-
ty-two (22,) in block thirty (80,) all in Tower’s addi-
tion to the village of Mayville, in the county of Dodge,
and state of Wisconsin, are hereby vacated: provided,
however, that such vacation shall not in any wise affect
any assessment thereof herctofore made, nor any tax
heretofore levied thereon, or levied on any lot, tract or
parcel thereof.

S8ectIoN 2. The lands upon which said lots, have How lands tebe
been laid out, shall hereafter be appraised and assessed
irrespective of subdivisions into blocks and lots.

Secrron 8. This act is hereby declared a pub-
lic act, and shall take effect from and after its passage.
